Sir diaries Tupper's Appeal— Arrival 
of Mr. Greenway— Early Dis- 
solution Talked Of. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, April 14. — From 2 o'clock 
this morning until 11 o'clock to-night 
the obstructionists had full sway. The 
morning session was devoid of special 
interest. This afternoon Sir Charles 
Tujiper made an eloquent speech re- 
viewing the history of the case and de- 
fending the government's position. In 
the course of his remarks he read the 
following telegram from Arclibishop 
L;ingevin : 

"In the name of the Catholic minor- 
ity of Manitoba that I re[)resent o/licial- 
ly I ask the House of Comiiious to i)as3 
the wlioli! remedial bill as it is now am- 
ended. It will he satisffictory to the 
said Catliolic minority, and they will ac- 
cept it as substantial, workable, and a 
linal settlement of the .'-•ehool question 
according to the constitution." 

There was a discussion to-night on 
the charges made by certain Montreal 
ministers. Rev. Mr. McKay, of Wood- 
stock, and others, of drunkenness in the 
giarliament buildings. Speaker White, 
Sir Charles Tupper, Hon. Mr. Laurier 
and Sir Hichani Cartwright all agreed 
that there had been no more sober 
parliami'nl than this, and that the 
statements leceiitly [lublished were 
utterly without foundation. 

Sir ('harles TiijijH'r this afternoon 
made what he termed his last appetil to 
the liouse to pass the remedial bill. It 
is exjiected that the obstructionists will 
continue their work over AVednesday 
and that to-morrow night or Thursday 
morning Sir Charles Tupper will an- 
iioumte it to be the government's deci- 
sion to withdraw the remedial bill, as it 
is hopeless to pass it this session. 

A tew essential government measures 
and certain unfinished private legisla- 
tion will be dfsposed of, and then an ef^ 
fort will be made to pass the supple- 
mentary estimates. Prorogation is tallced 
of for St. Georiie's day. 

The rumor is afloat that His Excel- 
lency before leaving for Toronto urged 
the government to withdraw the reme- 
liial bill immediately and clos^ up the 
business of th e session. 

Some prominent Conservatives incline 
to the balief that dissolution may come 
ibis week. 

Mr. Sandford Fleming has been ap- 
pointed one of the Ottawa delegate.s to 
the Im[)erial trade congress in London 
in .1 une. 

Hon. Mr. Greenway arrived in the city 
to-night.

Mr. and Mrs. J. D. JIcDougal, of tliis 
city, wlio bave been visiting Doug- 
las island, \vero among tbo few 
passeiigers who disembarked liere, 
The Alaska News gives the following 
account of a terrible aeeident at tbe 
Treadwell mines on tbo iird instant: 
" On Friday afternoon at tlie tunnel now 
being ]mt in on tbe jnuijerty between 
the Treadwell and Mexican mines, in an 
attempt to drill out two "dead boles" 
which had failed In firing, a frightful 
explosion took place in which five men 
were severely injured, one of whom lias 
since died at St. Anh's hospital. Those 
injured were I'eter Xorean, Ami'i-ican, 
.severely cut about tbe bead, may bise 
Ills eye.siglil and may not reeiiver; ilenry 
Jolmson, I-'inbuiiier, injured about tbe 
facUMind bead ; Peter Sogge, Norwegian, 
left band broken, back lun t and internal 
injuries; Indian ludper, severely rut 
about tbe lu^ad and body; Tbomas t)l- 
berg, Ncirwegian, right hand lorn nlT. 
eyes destroyed and skull fractured, bai^ 
since dieti." 

In, tbe same pajjcr the following jiara- 
graphs al.oo appear : 

It is reported from Dyea that a nieui- 
ber of a party of Yukoners, a Frencb- 
man whoso name cannot be learned, was 
caught in a blizzard while crossing the 
summit and unfortunately perished. 

Presumably the postmaster at Port 
Townsend knows his business and acts 
under the order.s of bis superiors in the 
matter of disjiati^bing mails, but it seems 
strange that no mails i\n: ever received 
from tliat place except per steamer To- 
peka. Perbaps it would in; to tbe inter- 
est of tlie few business nuui remaining 
in that village if the dispatch of mails 
by every steamer were authorized and 
attended to. 

A very otiicious Tacoma customs ofli- 
cial with conimoiidable, tliougli mis-di- 
rected zeal, bas been seizing tireaniis in- 
tended for personal use and in tbo per- 
gonal possession of parties coming to Al- 
aska, nbtwitiistandiiig that the prohibi- 
tion applies only to breech-loading rifles 
and has ahvays-been liberally construed 
until this person chanced to hear of it. 
His action is, however, directly in favor 
of our merchants wlio have firearms on 
sale, HO no one bas registered any very 
velieiiHUit objections. 

Tbe district court bas been in session 
for some lime at Sitka and among tbe 
cases wbi(di camo up was that uf Chin 
Long and Mills, charged with the nuir- 
der of a Killisnno Indian in February 
last. Cbin Long is tbe proprietor of a 
saloon and in his place tbe Indian was 
killed. A row arose and Long, together 
with Mills, was accused of beating the 
deceased and throwing him in an un- 
conscious condition behind the door of 
the saloon, leaving him there for two 
days and afterwards throwing him out 
on the street. Two* of the crew of 
the U. S. warship Wolcott gave 
evidence in the case when it was brought 
before the court and are st.U under ar- 
rest while the parties placed on trial 
were acquitted. A serious outcome of 
tbo trial may, tiowever, be ibe arousing 
of Ibe Kilisnoo Indians to seek ven- 
geance for accoriliiig to their recognized 
customs (Uie life must atone for another. 
Their demanil in this respect was for a 
time appeased when tliere W(^ie pros- 
pects of the two prisoners lieing liang(!d 
ljut as tbe men bave Ijeen released 
troulile witli the natives is anticipated. 
This might, it is tliougbt, bo avoided by 
the release of a certain Indian murderer 
and it is said that in his case the death 
sentence has already been suspended.

The Montreal Witness and other Grit 
newspapers are doing their bc^t to make 
thejieople believe that Sir Charles Tup- 
per does not want to pass tho remedial 
bill, and tlitit he ia tloing all he can to 
provoke (iljstriictioii from Lil)i'ial oppon- 
ents and Conaervalivo kickers.

There is an ex |ilamition for the 
accident in the rejiorted fouliiiL' of the 
Transit's steering gear, but the wind 
and tide must be held primarily respon- 
sihle. It is now anlici|ialed that the 
Transit will return to Lsnuinialt dock 
lo make good iier damages.

Secona Session of the Seventli ParUament. 

FIFTY-SECOND DAY. 

Tuesday, April 1-1, IS'JG. 
The Speaker took the cliuir at 2 p.m. 
Prayers by Rev. Dr. Wilson. 

WESTM I X ST K II II ItlDG E. 

Mb. Kennedy moved : That, ia the 
opinion of this house, any inodiflcation of 
the terms of the "Fraaer river bridge aid 
act, 1894," proposed by the city of Now 
Westminster, or by any person" on behalf 
of said city, Blioiild be laid boforo the 
house for eonsiderution. The mover ex- 
plained tluit his desire waa simply to 
get tlio matter before the liouse, so that 
all tlie members may uiiderataiid whiil 
is desired. By the "act already jjaHseil, 
the government have agreed to pay a 
subsidy of if 18,000 a year for seven years, 
and i)oi hapa for ten years, after the com- 
pletion of tlio bridge. Tlie desire is now 
that the government shall guarantee the 
bonds of Westminster City to lie issiu'd 
to enable tlie bridge to be built, in sub- 
Bt'itution for the annual payment, and 
in return for this the city would turn 
over to the provincial government the 
rental of $5,000 a year to be received 
from the Great Northern railway, to- 
gether with the tolls to be taken, esti- 
mated at another $5,000 ii year, on tlie 
basis of the present ferry receipts. Then 
the Dominion government had been 
asked for a grant of ^100, 000, and it was 
expected tliat at least .tSG.OOO— or 10 per 
cent, of the cost of the inutertaking— 
would be received from this source, and 
the amount also would Ijc given to the 
provinuial L'overii lueiit as trcuiity lor 
the guarantee. Tlio advantage to West- 
minster of tlie new prooosition would he 
that wliile thi; city 'would otherwise 
have to [lay .") per cent, interest on the 
bonds, if tliey were guaranteed Ijy the 
government the money could bo lior- 
rowed at ;-{'^ per cent. ; and he held that 
there woufd be advantage to tlic 
provn^'e also, in Ibat the cost 
of tho new guarantee would be less than 
that of the subsidy now authorized. I i 
the government would accept this plan 
the city of New Westminster would 
agree to guarantee the bonds of a rail- 
way from there to Steveston, whence a 
ferry would be run to connect with the 
Victoria i*c Sidney railway, giving in- 
creased tradic which wonkl reduce the 
ain iunl the government now pays as in- 
terest oil the Victoria i>i Sidney bombs. 
This would lie of direct benefit to the 
city of Victoria in giving new railwav 
connection, and he tlierefore felt sure 
that all the Victoria members would 
support the proposition. 

Mr. Rithet — Not much. (Lauphf jr.) 
Mu. ICi:.NNi-,i)v in conclusion said lere 
would he a large saving to the govern- 
ment from the time of completion of the 
bridge, and he would like the house to 
have an opportunity of passing judgment 
on the new proposition. 

Cai'v. Ihvino said tlie lion, nieuibor 
for New Westminster waa talking 
through his hat, and clearly did ..ot 
realize the situation. Working oat tlie 
proposition thus stated, there can be on- 
ly one conclusion — it is for a bridge to 
" do up " Westminster, and ^'^ictoria will 
not be in it. He moved to give the re- 
solution the six months' hoist. 

Ho.s. Mn. 'ri'UNKii S lid the proposition 
referred to in this resolution had really 
been laid before the house, though not 
ofBcially, as he believed the printed 
paper had been placeil on each inember'a 
desk. Any such change in the aid to bo 
received from the government recjuires 
much more careful consideration than 
could be given them in the closing days 
of the session. Of toarse it would be 
for those making the proposition to sub- 
mit proof that they could arrange the 
lease with the Great Northern as stated, 
and also as to the probable amount of 
the tolls. lie inu.st say in passing that 
he was not at all sure that it would lie a 
good thing for Westminster citv to have 
this bridire built. As to the proposition 
mentioned, however, he noticteil that it 
was backed up by some <igUI'^o set forth 
at length in print, but if all the ligures 
are as inaccnarate as the statements ac- 
companying them with respect to tlu; 
railway connections, they are very in- 
correct indeed — in fact perfectly absurd. 
Prom a paper just given to Uim by the 
member from Victoria, he saw that the 
distance from Westminster to Point 
Garry is 17 miles, from Point 
Garry to Sidney, 35 railea by ferry, 
and from Sidney to Victoria, 20 miles, ii 
total of 72 miles from Westminster, 
whence to Seatth' is 125 miles, and 
N'icloria already has much cloucr con- 
nection than that with the Northern 
Pacilic; while the (igures givi-ii with re- 
S|ject to the Great Northern are no more 
coiiviiu'iiig of the advantage to Victoria 
to be derived from this scheme. He did 
not wish to treat the matter ni cnuisi' 
from a Victoria standpoint, but to point 
out that the promoters bad put in this 
piece of padding to iiilhnuice votes in 
this section, and he thought Llu^y weri; 
not acting m the interest of the scheme 
by putting forward figures which are not 
correct. He must vote against this reso- 
lution, as it would be premature to 
formally lay the offer before the house at 
present. 

Mil. Swoiii) admitted that incorrect 
figures had been put forward in the 
newspapers, but he did not think that 
on that account the promoters should he 
Idamed. If there was anything wrong 
in their proposition the government 
should have pointed it out and given a 
chance for a modified proposal to be 
sent in. 

Hon. Col. Eakbii pointed out that 
towards the end of the session there 
was no opportunity to properly consider 
tlii) cll'ect of the proposition in 
question— as to whether or not 
it would increase the liability of the 
govermiioiit. Since the subject of the 
benefit to Victoria had been introduced 
he wished to point out that from Vic- 
toi ia to Anacortes the distance is only 
33 mih'8, and it would be much easier to 
put Victoria in connection with the 
Great Northern by way of Anacortes 
than in the manner proposed by the iiro- 
moters of the Westminster bridge. Ho 
could not see that any good could come 
of a motion such as thai before the 
house, the effect of which would be to 
force the hand of the government, who 
are already well disposed to do the best 
thev can for this enterprise. 

Mil. FoKKTKH expressed the opinion 
that the only object there cotilil lie in re- 
fusing to consider a modifietl pliui must 
bu the hope that the bridge would not 
bo built at all. 

Mit. Kkli.iu did not think the city of 
Westminster ia sullbring for the want of 
this bridge, which would take the traflic 
past that place and into Vancouver. If 
this new plan were adopted, the people 
of Wosiminstor would be down here in 



a few years asking that the tolls be taken 
off the bridge altogether, as a relic of 
the dark ages. 

Mb, CorxoN' would support the reso- 
lution as he li,ul heard no valid objec- 
tion to it. lie thought ihat the govern- 
ment might have introduced legislation 
which WDiild leave it open to them to 
sabslitiitea now and inodiiied scheme 
for the old one already sanctioned. 

Mr. Smith tlKJught it very singular 
tlmt any corporation would come for- 
ward with a propositiim to reduce the 
amount that would be coining to them 
from the government. Aa to the tolls 
mentioned, he thought they would large- 
ly disappear when the bridge is built, as 
the railway will carry the freight now 
brought in wagons. If the object is to 
reach Vicjtoria the railway need not go 
lo Westminster at all. 

Mn. Booth, while iiioliued to give the 
most favorable considtuation to the 
bridge echenie, could not vote for this 
resolution in the absence of further in- 
formation. 

Mu. S.KM LIN fidt that the new propo- 
sition is better for tlie country than the 
old oiu and that it should be laid before 
the house, 

Mr. Adams had voted for tlie annual 
snbsidy to this bridge scheme, but he 
must say that ho had since come to look 
at the matter in a ilifferont light. If the 
bridge were likely to be a good business 
proposition he full that aomeone would 
Imve come forward to build it before 
this. 

Ma. Kitchen stated that early in the 
session he had been requested to act as a 
dcdegate to the government to induce ' 
I hem to build the Dridge themselves, but ^ 
liL- had refused. He thought that the 
new priifio.giiion is a better one for the 
country, though as to the benefit to Vic- 
toria he did not put much faith in that 
part of it. 

M u. Hu.NTiai agreed that the govern- 
ment has to ?)o very careful in affording j 
relief to any entei-prise, whether ol a 
small or large cliaracler. Considered in 
a liiisiiiess way, he believed tiie govei n- 
iiH'iit would liiiil it to tbeir ailvaiilage to 
acoi>i)t some such scheme of reconstruc- 
tion as that propose<l, and he would vote 
for the resuhitioii. 

jVIr. Hki..mcki:n considered the resolu- 
tion an unfair way of attempting to ob- 
tain for tlio o|)p(jsiti()ii the credit of for- 
cing the govermiieiit lo give considera- 
tion to a matter already engaging their 
attention. He hoped it would be voted 
(h >wn. 

The motion for a six months hoist was 
then carried on division of 18 to 12. 

The bills to amend the county court 
act , to amend the mineral act, to encour- 
ag(! dairying, and also the municipal 
clauses hill were read a third time and 
passed. 

.MAOlSTllATE SIMI'SO.N'. 

Jilt. Imihstuh moved the adjournment 
of the house lor the purpose of discuss- 
ing the appointment of Mr. J. H. Simp- 
son as police magistrate at Naiiainio. 
lie argued that a return submitted to 
the house in connection with certain 
action against three justices of the peace 
in t/omox showed Mr. Simpson not lo be 
a proper person to occupy that post. 

Dit. WAi,KE.Nt informed the house that 
while it had been charged against him 
by the nioiuber for Naiiaiino City (Mr. 
McGregor) that Jfr, Forster was bis 
spokesman in this matter he (Dr. 
Walkem) had nothing to do with bring- 
ing it forwani. 

Mn. McGmuiDK said he believed yet 
that Dr. Walketu and Mr. iMjrster were 
allies. IJe declareii that Dr. Walkem 
had stated at the time of Mr. Simpson's 
appointment that the position should 
have gone to some old hand — such as 
himself, for instance, and that ever since 
he liad been in pursuit of the magis- 
trate. 

Hon. Mr. Eberts explained that the 
apjiointment of Mr. Simpson was made 
just three weeks after he took office as 
Attorney -General, on the strength of a 
resolution passed — unanimously he be- 
lieved — by the Naiiaiiiio city council. 
Since then he luul iieard no coiii])laiiits, 
except one of a trivial nature, against 
the manner in which the magistrate has 
performed his (hities. It is true that 
the pre^'eiit Mayor of Nunaimo has made 
a verbal reipiest for Mr. Simpson's re- 
moval, but they have for long been 
deadly enemies. 

Mk. Hu^TEii expressed the hojie that 
the goveniiuent would indemnify the 
justices of the peace inComox to the ex- 
tent of the penalties they had been ex- 
posed to aa shown by the return men- 
tioned in tliie discussion. • 

The motion by Mr. Forster was then 
withdrawn, and it being six o'clock the 
S[)oaker left the chair.
